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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to applicant's amendment received on 03/05/09. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 2-4, 15 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Camenzind (PCT WO 99/56918) in view of Lohmann et al. (4,014,396). 

Camenzind discloses the invention substantially as claimed including a body 6, a blade 2, 
two spindles (9 and 10), a weighing element 51, a measuring sensor 14 having evaluation 
electronics (inherently disclosed, see abstract where the display is for measuring physical value), 
a transmission arrangement (inherently disclosed in Fig. 5), the weighing element is capable of 
moving transversely to the spindle by the weight of the load, the weighing element is foldable 
out of the body. Camenzind doesn't show a transmission arrangement/lever element configured 
to pivot about a spindle. However, Lohmann et al. teaches the use of a transmission 
arrangement/lever element 69 configured to pivot about a spindle 70 for the purpose of reflecting 
greater accuracy of the weight. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art 
at the time the invention was made to have modified the device of Camenzind by providing the 
transmission arrangement/lever element with the spindle as taught by Lohmann et al. in order to 
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obtain a device that reflects greater accuracy of the weight. Lohmaim teaches a first force 
direction a long the lever 72 and a second force transmission along the lever 69. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments have been fiilly considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant 
argues that Lohmann doesn't show a transmission arrangement that changes a force direction of 
the load by pivoting the about a spindle. However, Lohmann teaches a transmission arrangement 
(see Fig. 8-13) that changes a force direction of the load by a first force direction a long the lever 
72 and a second force transmission along the lever 69 pivoting the about a spindle.
